Sportsmen 
Oppose Deer 
Hunting Change 


Directors of the Southern Tu- 
lare County Sportsmen’s associa- 
tion this week went on record as 
opposing any change in regula- 
tions concerning the killing of 
deer, and expressed specific oppo- 
sition to a “hunters’ choice” 
three-day season that is being ad- 
vocated in California. 

Under provision of the “hunt- 
ers’ choice” plan, a hunter could 
kill either a doe or buck during 
a specified season. Sportsmen in 
this area believe that such a hunt- 
ing program is not: justified by 
the present deer population in 
the Sierra. 

Individual sportsmen who de- 
sire to express opposition to the 
“hunters’ choice” law are asked 
to write letters to Earl Gray, a 
past president of the Southern 
Tulare County Sportsmen’s asso- 
ciation, 1434 Plano Road, Porter- 
ville. 

These letters will be presented 
to members of the state fish and 
game commission, meeting in Los 
Angeles, January 25. Mr. Gray 
will attend this meeting as @ 
delegate from the Central Valley

Davis’ resignation was re- 
quested almost three weeks prior 
to that of Mr. Finley’s, as is indi- 
cated below. 

As has been stated, Finley has 
consistently refused to enforce the 
city Ordinance and.

j On the evening of December, 4, 
1951, I was. called by two Porter- 
ville ‘citizens, who informed. me 
that Davis was drunk on. duty, 
riding, ‘around town, in a ‘police 
Near with a newly appointed police 
officer. I immediately put out a 
call for Ex-Chief Finley. After 
locating him, I gave him this in- 
formation, and instructed him to 
check on it. On Monday, Decem- 
ber 3, 1951, I. had to call Finley 
in to get his report. He stated he 
located this officer on the night 
of December ist, and that while 
he did not consider him drunk, 
he evidently had done consider- 
able drinking during the after- 
noon previous to reporting for 
duty at 5:00 p.m. (Saturday, De- 
cember ist.) Finley stated he 
smelled strongly of liquor and his 
eyes were bloodshot. 

I informed Finley then and 
there that Davis was through. 
Finley concurred and said he 
would discharge him immediately. 
Sometime later, the same day, 
Finley asked me if I would ac- 
cept Davis’ resignation and allow 
him to remain on the force until 
December 31. He explained that 
with Christmas practically here 
it would work a hardship on him 
and his family. After thinking 
this over, I told Finley that he 
could accept his resignation, ef- 
fective December 31, 1951, but 
that he would have to be put on 
the day shift. Finley concurred. 

About the middle of the month 
I asked Finley for Davis’ resigna- 
tion. Finley informed me that 
he had not requested his resigna- 
tion, stating that he thought the 
whole thing would “blow over,” 
but that he had put him on the 
day shift. I told Finley I would 
not have a man on the police 
force or in any other department 
who could not follow rules and 
regulations, and that this man 
was through. Finley was then

He 
was quite surprised. Finley had 
not mentioned one word to him 
about my attitude in this matter.

The. examples stated above 
showing Mr.. Finley's insubordin- 
ation and indifference are just 
two of many such actions. Mr, 
Finley stated in his original state- 
ment to.the public regarding his 
resignation, that disagreement be- 
tween he and the City Council ana 
City Manager over. minor matters 
of law enforcement . policy was 
the cause for his resignation. The 
Council gnd Manager were willing 
to let that stand as his reasons. 
We had no desire to publicly 
chastise and humiliate him. Now, 
however, he has seen fit to en- 
deavor to discredit and smear the 
City Council and City Manager. 
For what reasons we do not know, 
but time and investigation will 
tell. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Davis has involved himself in this 
affair, and again we do not know 
for what reason, unless it was his 
loyalty to his Chief. If that is the 
case, it is too bad his Chief did 
not have the same feeling toward 
him. 

While these matters, and there 
were plenty more. may seem un- 
important and minor when put 
into plain print, they neverthe- 
less are of major importance to 
those concerned. And, when such 
complaints keep “coming in week 
after week, month after month, 
and the indifference to same con- 
tinues, a breaking point is finally 
reached. Z ; 

‘As to Mr. Finley’s statement 
about organized immorality run- 
ning rampant. in this City I have 
this to say. Mr. Finley has never 
been given .any instructions to 
close his eyes to such conditions. 
He was told that if it eyer was 
necessary to make a raid and ar- 
rests in cases of this kind, that he 
was to be absolutely sure and posi- 
tive that he could obtain the 
necessary evidence required to 
convict in a Court of Law. The 
type of evidence required by the 
Courts to prove immorality is 
probably the most difficult to ob-

In commenting on ‘‘who shall 
speak for the farmer,” Mr. Filler-

fiscal policy in. the nation and

The importance of consumer 
relationship was stressed, with 
Mr. Fillerup urging that when 
reports are given on county, state 
and national farm incomes, costs 
of operation also be mentioned.
